Hawkers of German Money 
Driven From Paris Streets 


(By the A—f i t t ed Freed) 
PARIS. 
— German 
banknotes, 
mostly in millions and billions, have 
been driven off the streets of Paris 
by the police. They were sold chief­ 
ly as souvenirs or given, as

GOVERNMENT CENSUS SHOWS 
COTTON CROP REDUCTION 


The report of the 
government 
census bureau shows that 3,215,- 
394 bales of cotton bad been gin­ 
ned up to September 25, which was 
about 200,000 bales below the fig­ 
ures for the same date in 1922. Of 
this number Oklahoma reported 64,- 
139 as compared with 185,174 on 
the same date in 1922.* 
Apparently the Texas crop was 
somewhat earlier than the average 
as more than 2,000,000 bales had 
been ginned in that state. All of the 
others were far below the figures 
for 1922.
